REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


Applicant responds hereto to the Final Official Action of January 22, 2008. 
Claims 1-4, 6 and 8-19 are in the application. 

In the Office Action of January 22, 2008, the Examiner allowed claims 10-13 and 16 
and objected to claims 7-9, 17 and 18 as being dependent upon a rejected base claim but would 
otherwise be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all limitations of the base claim. 
Accordingly, claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of allowed claim 7 and the limitations 
of claim 5 upon which claim 7 is dependent. Dependency of allowable claims 8, 9 and 17 has been 
changed to claim 1 with claim 18 remaining dependent on claim 17. 

With such amendment all of the claims are allowable and such favorable action is respectfully 
requested. 

Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider the application, allow all the 
claims and pass this case to issue.
